Memorannum addressed to the. Council by the Frxance, 
Rare and Avpwar Commirrer, with respect to Municipal 
Finance for the year 1876. 


Your Committee regret that they are called upon to recommend an 
increase in the rate on land and on houses, occupied by foreigners, 


as under :— 


On Land from 35 of 1 per cent. to 5 of 1 per cent. per annam 
on the assessed value. 


On Houses oceupied by foreigners from 6 per cent. to 7 per cent. 
per annum on the assessed valuation made in 1875. ; 


The necessity for this increase is owing mainly to the serious 
falling off in Dues on Merchandize during their term of office, and 
to the doubt that exists of deriving from transhipments and re-exports 
the same amonnt of dues that has been collected hitherto, and for the 
farther reason that by the new assessment of property authorized by 
the Ratepayers in May last, the taxable area of land has been reduced 
and the assessed rentals of foreign house property lowered. 

The rate of 8 per cent. per annum on houses tenanted by Chinese, 
and License Fees they recommend being left the same. 


The Income for the year is estimated at 213,750.00 Taels, 


Rates on Foreign Houses.—Receipts are based on assessments made 
in 1875, dne provision being made for unoccupied buildings. 

Rates on Native Houses,—The same remarks apply to houses tenanted 
by Chinese, allowance being made for fall in rents. 


Dues on Merchandize-—Taels 75,000 are estimated as obtainable. 
The Committee recommend that the tariff at present in force be con- 
tinned, subject to any modifications that may appear necessary. 
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Collection of Taxes, Rates, Dues, and License Fees. 


Your Committee recommend that the incoming Council be em- 
powered to collect as under :— 


Land Tax from Foreigners and Natives—On 1st January 1876, or as 
soon after as possible for 6 months ending 30th June next. 
On Ist July 1876 for six months ending 31st December 1876. 

Rates—Foreign—General Municipal Rate—Quarterly in advance as 
soon after the Ist January as possible, and subsequent collec- 
tions to be commenced on the first of the following Bernd, — 
April, July, and October, 1876. 


Rates—Native—Monthly or quarterly, as may appear advisable, 
commencing on the 1st of each month or quarter. 


Dues on Merchandize-—Monthly. 


Licenses,—From every House of Public Entertainment, or Shop or 
Store for the sale of Wines, Spirits, Beer, Intoxicating Drugs, 
Butcher’s Meat, Poultry or Game, Slaughter House or Livery 
Stable, Opiam Shop, Pawnshop, Boat or Public Vehicle, plying, 
let or used for hire within the limits of the Settlement, monthly 
or quarterly as may appear advisable—always in advance. 

From every Music Hall, Theatre, Circus or Dancing Saloon 


nightly in advance. 

Telegraph Fees.—At the rate of Tis. 100 per line per annum, 

Cemetery Fees and Local Post Ofice Subscriptions, in advance. 

All such and other rates being payable at the time when declared due 
by the Council, and within fourteen days of demand for 
payment.’

Loans. 


The purchase of site offered by Messrs. Blethen and Vail for, and the 
building of, a new Police Station in Hongkew, if sanctioned by the 
Ratepayers, will have to be provided for by the issue of Debentures 
during the year. The land is offered for Tis. 8,500, and the building 
will probably cost Tls. 12,000, making Tls. 20,500 required. 
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EXPENDITURE.

Your Committee endorse the recommendations of the Defence, 
Watch and Works Committees. :

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MUNICIPAL REPORT. 


Your Council have pleasure in handing for the information of the 
Ratepayers, report of their proceedings for the year ended 31st De- 
cember, 1876. Your Council took over charge of Municipal affairs on 
26th February last. 

Previous to the last Council retiring the Police Force was inspected. 
Mr. Purdon said it was the duty of the Chairman of the Council to 
meet the force at the end of his year of office, and it was always a 
pleasure when he had to testify to the steadiness of the men. He had 
no doubt the very favourable condition of things shown in the Super- 
intendent’s report on crime for the year 1875, was in a great measure 
owing to the vigilance and energy of the Police. 

The barracks and cells were inspected, and found clean and in a 
satisfactory condition. 

On assembling in the Board Room, Mr. Purdon drew attention of 
the incoming Council to various outstanding matters; at the conclusion 
of which Mr. Cowie on behalf of himself and the retiring Council de- 
sired to express their warmest thanks to Mr. Purdon for the very able 
way in which he had acted as their Chairman. During their term of 
office, several questions of great importance to the Municipality had 
arisen, and the satisfactory mode in which these had been dealt with, 
was attributable in no small degree to the rare ability and untiring zeal 
displayed by him; and to his pleasant and courteous manner, was due 
the friendly spirit which had been invariably maintained throughout 
all discussions at the several meetings of the Council, even where the 
views of the members may have differed. 

Mr. Purdon thanked his colleagues for the compliment, stating it 
was certainly not owing alone to him that everything had been so 
harmonious and pleasant, but to the consideration and courtesy of all 
members, and it was with great regret that he had severed his con- 
nexion with the Council. 

The old members then withdrew, and the new Council proceeded 
to elect office-bearers, and to form committees for the year.

Srr,—I have to report that the Prize Meeting of the Corps passed off very 
successfully, An increasing interest is taken by the Volunteers in the musketry 
practice, the number of competitors for prizes reached a fair average, and the shooting 
showed a further improvement on previous Meetings. 

The new target is not satisfactory. The iron is of pecs and most of 
the plates are already injured, while several bullets have penetrated through, leaving 
1m one place a considerable gap. 

This target has thus been rendered nearly unserviceable by a single competition, 
while the old target has been used, I believe, for about 13 years and is nearly as 
good as at first. If a sufficiently good quality of iron cannot be got here in suitable 
plates, the most economical and satisfactory course would appear to be to get a new 
target from England.

Srrz,—With further reference to your telegram, dated 1st instant, I have the 
honor to state as follows: 

On the 29th September 1876, H. E. the Governor received a letter from Sir 
Thomas Wade, forwarding an application for a supply of ammunition for the 
Shanghai Volunteers, and enjoining certain cautions as to its transmission. 

H. E. immediately informed the Major-General Commanding, that he had 
received such a requisition, and enquired whether the Major-General was in a posi- 
tion to comply with it. 

H. E. in reply received a letter from the Major-General enquiring for what 
purpose, or under what circumstances, the supply of ammunition was required, in 
conformity with H. M.’s regulations. 

H. E. being ignorant of any regulation bearing upon the subject, requested that 
the portion of H. M.’s regulations upon the subject, might be pointed out to him. 

The reply received from the Major-General was an intimation that he had 
(under date of 20th October, 1876) “caused a communication to be made to H. M.’s 
Legation at Pekin on the subject.” 

This ended the correspondence which H. E. transmitted to Sir Thomas Wade 
in its entirety, in a despatch dated 20th October, 1876. 

In conclusion, I am desired to inform you that the difficulty in obtaining your 
reasonable requirements, does not exist upon the part of H. E. the Governor. 

H. E. presimes that Sir Thomas Wade came to some arrangement with the 
Major-General Commanding the troops, on his recent visit to Hongkong, of which, 
however, H. E, has no knowledge.

Pillar Letter-Boxes—Have for the first time been erected on 
Bubbling Well, Carter and Markham Roads and in Hongkew for the 
accommodation of persons residing in those neighbourhoods. 

Letters from Japan.—An arrangement has been concluded with 
the Japanese Postal Agent to distribute at current rates such portion 
of the mails from Japan and United States of America, as remain un- 
called for at the Japanese Post Office for two or three days after the 
arrival of the steamer. 

Stamps, change in denomination —Cash have hitherto been re- 
ceived in payment of postage and stamps at the rate of 1,500 cash per 
tael, and a loss was thereby involved in exchange in the course of a year, 
as the stamps generally used being of small denominations—1, 2, 8, 
and 4 candareens—were as a rule paid for in cash and postage equally 
so. To obviate this and to have a stamp of more convenient value it 
has been decided to make a slight alteration in the existing postal rates 
and to issue stamps, as soon as the present stock is exhausted for 20, 
40, 60 and 100 cash a supply of which has been ordered from England, 

Anonymous expresses.—Instructions have been given to the Local 
Post Master. not to circulate expresses, unless they bear the name of the 
sender or the office at which they have been printed. 

Non-subscribers’ accounts—Owing to the inconvenience and trouble 
that were experienced in collecting small accounts for postage from non- 
subscribers to the Local Post Office, the Council had no alternative but 
to demand payment of postage on delivery of letters. Finding this 
would involve loss of time in circulation of other matter, for the con- 

_ venience of those who wished to make them, deposits were received on 
account of postage, and the plan works well.

An application from the Committee of this Institution for a donation 
by the Council was not entertained, there being no money voted for such 
a purpose by the Ratepayers.

Cumine § Co.'s Cuse—Messrs. Cumine & Co. against whom a suit 
was pending at the date of the last Ratepayers meeting, paid the amount 
of dues (Tis, 159.75) claimed, and abandoned the suit. 

Taotai’s Commutation.—Your Council, upon assuming office, im- 
mediately turned their attention to the levying of dues from Chinese, 
Tt will be in the recollection of the Ratepayers that the previous Council 
endeavoured to obtain from the Taotai an official declaration as to the 
class of merchandise, passed through the Custom House by Chinese, his 
commutation was intended to cover, and failing, urged the Consuls to 
move that the commutation be increased to Tls. 20,000, as the present 
amount ($14,000) per annum very inadequately covers the domestic 
trade of the port. Your Council took the question up from this point 
and addressed the Consular Body as under.

E. the Taotai for a clear definition of the scope of the commutation for dues on 
Chinese-owned goods, or for an increased commutation in face of the resolutions 
passed at the recent Ratepayers’ Meeting, and I have therefore been desired by my 
colleagues to ask you to be good enough to state for their information how this 
matter, as well as the collection of lekin dues in the settlement, rests at present,

Str,—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 76/222, 
dated the 23rd March, and in reply I beg to state as follows :— 

The correspondence between the Taotai and Messrs, Seward and Medhurst, 
published in your last annual report, pages 18 to 24, make it clear that the Consuls 
proved unable to induce the Taotai to define officially what dues his commutation 
was intended to cover, whilst the Taotai’s letter of the 3rd September, 1874, pages 
22 and 23, distinctly declared that “an increased commutation would cause em- 
barrassment.” Under these circumstances it would seem inexpedient to press the 
Taotai for a further expression of opinion on either subject. 

As regards your further question as to how the matter of the collection of lekin 
dues stands at present, I can only reply that the Chinese authorities claim the right 
to collect dues under various designations on foreign and native goods, both in the 
port and beyond its limits, and that no decision has as yet been arrived at by the 
foreign representatives at Peking, either favouring or contesting this pretension.

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The conclusion drawn from this despatch was that it was useless to 
attempt to get the commutation increased at present. The feeling of 
the Council then was to abandon the commutation altogether and to 
collect dues from Chinese, as in the case of Foreigners, provided the 
Chinese authorities would enforce payment of them in their courts, and 
the following letter was sent to the Consular Body :— 


Suanouat, lst, June, 1876, 


Sir,—I have the honor tostate that the Council will be obliged if you will as- 
certain from H. E. the Taotai whether in the event of the commutation now paid 
by him in respect of Dues on Merchandize, native owned, being abandoned, he 
would in cases where payment should be refused or evaded, assist the Council in the 
recovery of Municipal Dues :— 

. (a,)—From Chinese resident within Municipal limits, who may pass their goods 
through the Custom House in their own names. 

(6. )—From Chinese who land, ship or tranship their cargo at any place within 
the said limits. 

And, who, therefore, in both instances are liable for dues under Article IX of 
the Land Regulations,

on the 14th of December he sent reply as under:

Formerly I had the honor to receive your letter, stating that the Municipal 
Council proposed to levy Wharfage Dues on Chinese Merchandise, and enquiring, 
in the event the Chinese refused to pay, if I would enforce it. 

I have paid every year to the French Municipal Council 10,000 Taels, and to 
the Council, North of the Yang-king-pang $14,000. 

At the first, Ting, Footai, and Ying, Taotai, decided that it was not right for 
Foreigners to impose a tax upon Chinese subjects. Therefore, the officials were 
willing to pay annually the above commutation tax; never once supposing that the 
Municipal Council were meditating a tax upon Chinese, and now proposing to impose 
a tax upon Chinese Merchandise. Last year I received Y. E.’s first letter proposing 
to consider this matter, and I at once, in H.B.M.’s Consulate, and in the presence 
of Mr. Seward, the U. S. Consul-General, spoke of this matter; I asked Y. E. if 
Englishmen were subject to taxation in other countries, You and Mr. Seward both 
said that foreigners could not impose a tax upon Chinese. Seeing that you understood 
perfectly well that foreigners could not levy a tax upon the Chinese, I have paid 
regularly the above mentioned commutation tax, only to prevent foreigners from 
imposing a tax on Chinese. Without further answer, the above considerations are 
sufficient to show that it would be difficult to enforce this matter. 

Now that I have again received your letter of enquiries, I have stated clearly 
the difficulties in the way of complying with your request. I have, therefore, to 
request Your Excellency to inform the Municipal Council, and to act accordingly.

The camp of squatters which has existed for upwards of 20 years 
on the east side of the Hongkew Creek near the Seward Road has been 
removed. Some of the squatters have merely moved to settle down 
higher up the creek and others in the neighbouring country. 


TAIL-CUTTING PANIC. 


The tail-cntting panic made its appearance in Shanghai early in 
May. The Police immediately set to work to discover the mischief- 
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makers, and it is a significant fact that as soon as they commenced 
instituting enquiries the alarm ceased: here, and dropping off of tails 
was heard of shortly after in places not very remote from Shanghai. 
Thirteen cases of “tail-cutting” were reported altogether, and of 
these nine were carefully investigated. In two instances it was proved 
that the tails were cut by the owners themselves; the one being a boy, 
and the other a young man, No possible object of a political significance 
could be traced in any instance, and it would appear that the whole 
movement was the result of mere excitement caused by evilly-disposed 
persons working upon the superstitious feelings of an ignorant populace.

On the application of H. B. M.’s Consul the services of the Muni- 
cipal Police were granted on two occasions of disturbances on the 
Woosung Railway, as the Company’s servants and property were threat- 
ened,

Every care has been taken to destroy the wretched curs which so” 
continually find their way into the Settlement from the city and neigh- 
bouring country. A reward of 100 cash was offered for every diseased 
dog brought alive to the Louza Station, there to be destroyed. Nota 
single dog was brought to any of the Stations, though every inducement 
was held out to the natives, more especially to beggars and loaters, to 
whom—it was thought the reward offered would be tempting. Several 
dogs have been seized by the foreign members of the Police Force, but 
it is feared nothing will be done voluntarily by the Chinese owing to a 
deep-rooted superstition among them that it is unlucky to take the life 
of a dog. 


SILVER-ASSAYING ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Early in June places were opened in different directions for ex- 
tracting gold from sycee. There soon followed complaints of the 
nuisance arising from the escape of sulphurous fumes emitted in the 
process of assaying, in which sulphufic acid was largely made use of. 
Supported by the opinion of the Health Officer that the fumes if inhaled 
were injurious to health, the proprietors of the establishments were 
called upon to provide for the carrying off the fumes by building high 
chimneys. They preferred to shut up the refineries and they have been 


closed. 
WATERING OF ROADS, 


The plan of watering the Bund with tubs was discontinued in 
September, and two additional water-carts were taken on to replace 
them, 
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ProciaMatvions BY THE CuinEsr AUTHORITIES 
IN THE SETTLEMENT. 


In March last a despatch was received from H. B. M.’s Consul 
conveying a request that the Municipal Police should protect proclama- 
tions posted in the Settlement by the Native Authorities when bearing 
beneath the official seal the signature of the Assessor at the Mixed 
Court. Thereupon followed a correspondence which resulted in the 
matter being referred to the Consular Body between whom and the 
Municipal Authorities it was ultimately agreed that all Chinese procla- 
mations after having"been signed by the Senior Consul should be handed 
to the Council to be posted either by their Police or by a Chinese 
Official if accompanied by a member of the Police.

Sm,—Referring to the correspondence which has passed between us on the 
subject of Chinese Proclamations, I beg to state that I have submitted the question 
for the consideration of the Consular Body, and the result, which I am charged as 
Senior Consul to communicate to you, is as follows:— 

The Consuls, whilst quite agreeing with the Council in thinking that Chinese 
Proclamations should be scrutinized before being posted in the Settlements, are 
distinctly of opinion that the claim of the Council to have all such documents sub- 
mitted to, and sealed by them in the first instance, cannot be sustained. The 
Chinese Authorities, however, appear to be quite willing to submit their Proclama- 
tions to Consular scrutiny, and the Consuls consider that the pnblic interests will 
be sufficiently protected, and all reasonable objects attained, if the Chinese Autho~ 
rities are requested to submit their decrees, before publication, to the Senior Consul 
for approval and signature, and to supply him with a copy in cach case for trans- 
mission to your Secretary, or to the Superintendent of Police, whichever may 
appear to you to be the more convenient course.

These have been a constant source of trouble. The sentences 
passed at the Mixed Court on men charged with loitering and obstruct- 
ing, and plying with dilapidated vehicles, have proved in no way de- 
terrent, and so numerous were the cases that at times the settlement 
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was denuded of constables during the forenoon by reason of so many. 


having to appear at the Mixed Court to give evidence. 
It was only after all milder measures had failed to secure the pro- 
“per observance of Municipal Regulations that the Council decided to 
confiscate jin-rick-sha licenses where the conditions under which they 
were issued were disregarded. This course met with a remonstrance 
on the part of the proprietors of the jin-rick-shas, but it is the only one 
calculated in the opinion of the Council to enforce compliance with the 
regulations. 

Number Limited —By common consent the Council on either side 
of the Yang-king-pang limited the number to be allowed to ply for hire 
in the Settlements to 1,500. 5 

Licensing Jin-rick-shas. Arrangement with French Council_—The 
Council’s intention to terminate the arrangement by which a license 
given by one Council enabled a jin-rick-sha to ply for hire in the limits 
of the other Settlement, was conveyed in the following letter: 


Suancuat, 6th March, 1876, 


Sir,—The system of licensing wheelbarrows introduced by the Council in office 
last year, having been found to work most satisfactorily, the ratepayers at their 
annual meeting on the 25th ultimo, decided that it should be adopted with regard 
to all public vehicles, such as jin-rick-shas and carriages. 

I have therefore been instructed to notify you that the arrangement which has 
existed hitherto, by which licenses for jin-rick-shas issued by either Administration, 
enable the holders to ply, let, or use for hire in both Settlements, will terminate on 
the 31st instant; and after that date owners of this class or other public yehicles, 
desiring to run over the roads of this Settlement, will be required to take out a license 
from this Council. 

A notification to this effect will be published in the North-China Daily News 
for the information of foreigners, and a proclamation in the same sense posted for 
the information of native owners.

Nicut-Sort Boats tyina iy YANG-KiNG-PanG CrEEk. 


Owing to renewed complaints of the nuisance caused by boats 
loading with night soil in the Yang-king-pang Creek and waiting there 
for a favorable tide, it was proposed to the owners of properties in the 
neighbourhood that the soil from that quarter should be conveyed across 
to the Soochow Creek by the back streets of the settlements, but the 
proposal was not favorably received. 

Ttis hoped that the deepening of the Yang-king-pang Creek which 
is contemplated will enable the boats to leave earlier than they do at 
present and that with proper observance of the regulation with regard 
to the careful covering of the boats, which the Police have been ini- 
structed strictly to enforce, the nuisance will be reduced to a minimum.

Srr,—I understand that it is under consideration to build a hospital for the 
treatment of women for venereal disease, and to introduce some compulsory system 
of inspection at Shanghai. This would be of great importance to the Public Service. 
It has been carried out most successfully in Japan, at Hongkong, and at Singapore, 
but unfortunately hitherto at Shanghai no attempt has been made in this direction 
and in consequence the ships under my command have frequently a large number 
of men under treatment for Gonorrhea and Syphilis, and in very grave forms 
contracted at Shanghai. 

I have little doubt but that the seamen of merchant ships are similarly afflicted 
and that the residents do not escape. My object in addressing you on this subject 
is to supply an additional reason for the establishment of a hospital and the intro- 
duction of some amount of compulsory inspection, viz:—the benefit to the Public 
Service in diminishing the percentage of seamen of H. M.’s Ships incapacitated for 
active service. 

I am well aware that in a mixed community such as that which resides at 


Shanghai, there are serious difficulties in procuring agreement among the residents » 


of different nationalities, among the different Consuls, among the Ministers at Peking, 
and finally in obtaining the consent of the Chinese Authorities, but the cause being 
a good one difficulties to be overcome should not deter us. d

6th August on the subject of the formation of a Lock Hospital at Shanghai, I beg 
to inform you that I have collected from the various surgeons of H. M. Ships out 
here, evidence as to the effect on the frequency of syphilitic infection and the viru- 
lence of the disease, in “protected” and “unprotected” ports:—it is most conclu- 
sively in favour of protection. 

Linclose an extract from the letter of Dr. Hilston, Surgeon at Yokohama Naval 
Hospital, as a sample of the nature of the evidence. 

Lam aware that there are difficulties at Shanghai in consequence of the different 
nationalities, but I have reason to believe that these can be got over by judicious 
arrangements on the part of the Municipality, and the clever management on the 
part of the Medical Officer, Dr. Hendersoh, whose views, I am certain, will be in 
agreement with those of all his brethren, 

Iam told that some opposition is to be expected from persons who own the 
houses that have been turned into brothels, I feel confident that this is a mistake 
if the owners of such property are Englishmen, and if they are Chinese their oppo- 
sition may surely be ignored, 

I shall await your reply with confidence that it will inform me that the Munici- 
pality of Sh’ nghai will not shrink from attempting to meet this great evil.

Extract from letter of Staff Surgeon D. Hitstox, M.D., x.x., in charge of 
Royal Naval Hospital, dated 20th November, 1875. 


“During the absence of Dr. Hill, Fleet Surgeon, n.n., at Nagasaki and Kobé 
for three months at the end of last year, I had charge of the daily inspections of the 
licensed women at the Yoshiwarra, and was able to compare their state at that time 
with what it was before the Lock Hospital was established in this place by Dr. 
Newton in 1868, as recorded by him in his official correspondence, and was greatly 
impressed by the improvement that had taken place: none of the frightful forms of 
disease, which he mentions as being so common, having come under my notice 
during the whole of the three months, and instead of two-thirds of the prostitutes 
being found diseased, as stated by him, not more than an average of 6 per cent. of 
the whole number were under treatment for venereal disease at one time,—chiefly 
for gonorrhea and soft sores, only 13 cases of hard chancre having been received 
into the hospital at the Yoshiwarra during this period. Most of these cases were 
women from Yedo and the country around Yokohama who were found diseased at 
their first examination. 

No objection was ever made by the women to the examinations, on the contrary, 
they, and the keepers of the brothels were most anxious that those found diseased 
should receive the benefit of hospital treatment.”

Srr,—In acknowledging the receipt of your letter dated the 5th November, 
informing me of your endeavour with the Municipal Council of Shanghai to organise 
a Lock Hospital, and pass a contagious diseases law for that place, and requesting 
me to furnish you with any information likely to assist your efforts, I have the honour 
herewith to transmit the following brief replies to the six interrogative headings 
contained therein. 

(1) The difference in the character of venereal at the protected and unpro- 
tected Ports. 

Before the introduction of the supervision system of public women into Japan 
in 1868, the venereal disease at the ports of Yokohama, Kobé and Nagasaki prevailed 
to a fearful extent amongst the native prostitutes and displayed the most virulent 
forms of this malady; hard, phagedenic, and sloughing sores were extremely common 
as local manifestations, and secondary, and tertiary affections, in their varied and 
worst types, were the too frequent attendants on primary lesions. We learn from 
the official reports of naval and military medical officers that our seamen, marines, 
and soldiers, stationed at Yokohama at this time, suffered severely from this disease, 
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and that many proved subjects for invaliding in consequence of subsequent consti- 
tutional symptoms. To such an extent was this the case that the Army Medical 
Department called the attention of the War Office to it, and in 1867 the latter de- 
partment suggested to the Admiralty the necessity of adopting measures to mitigate 
this scourge. Hence the organization of the Lock Hospital in 1868 under my pre- 
decessor, the late Mr. Newton, Staff Surgeon. Since then the character of the dis- 
ease is totally altered; few cases of Hunterian chancre are at present ever met with, 
and secondary and tertiary symptoms, for the last two years, are seldom witnessed; 
soft sores are far less numerous than formerly and more amenable to treatment, 
owing to the improved general health of the prostitute community, Gonorrhea, 
however, still prevails in consequence of the increased number of Foreigners of all 
nationalities, especially Chinese, who visit this port on their way to and from 
America and import fresh virus. Uterine affections are also common as might be 
anticipated, but I am happy to say that the virulent infecting sore likely to taint the 
constitution is now almost completely stamped out. If no prophylectie means had 
been then adopted for staying the ravages of the syphilis, the results, at the present 
day, can be more easily imagined than described. 

(2) The best design for a Lock Hospital for 40 beds. 

At first we ought not to be too exacting as to perfection in a hospital; any 
ordinary European built house capable of accommodating forty beds with an allow- 
ance of three or four hundred feet of cubic space to each patient would afford ample 
room; to it should be attached a waiting and an examination room, the latter, 
lighted from the side should communicate with the Hospital, and be provided with 
a platform or table 33 inches high sufficiently long and wide to admit of two women 
being inspected at once, Lavatories and water-closets should form a wing to the 
main building, in which a small space might be allowed for dispensing purposes, 
To save time and expense and perhaps gain experience in working the system I may 
suggest that the above conditions might be fulfilled, for the time being, by having 
a portion of the Civil Hospital set apart for Lock purposes as is the case at Hongkong, 

(3) Staff to be appointed. 

The Medical Staff should comprise one European visiting surgeon and two 
native assistants; there should also be a resident head-nurse, a gate-keeper, and as 
many subordinate servants and nurses as circumstances and the varying number of 
patient might render requisite. 

(4) Expense of erection and furnishing. 

Tam at a loss to answer this question satisfactorily not knowing the value of 
labor and materials in China. But as regards the necessary instruments and a first 
supply of medicines and medical comforts, these amounted to about $250 when the 
hospitals at Nagasaki and Kobé were first instituted, 

(5) Expense of annual maintenance. 

A sum, not exceeding $3,600, covers every imaginable expense connected with 
the Yokohama hospital including rent, but it must be borne in mind that all the 
patients in this establishment supply their own food excepting medical comforts, 
such as wine, beer, soups, &c., and that the European Surgeon’s salary is not 
included in this amount. 
~ (6) Revenue from Licenses, §c. 

At Yokohama the prostitutes, numbering 674, are divided into five classes, the 
members of which pay from one to five dollars respectively, per month, for their 
licenses. Therefore calculating on an average individual payment of three dollars 
monthly (as I have been unable to learn the exact numbers in each class) a total 
revenue of $24,264 per annum is arrived at; from this let the yearly expenses of 
$3,600 be deducted and a balancé of $20,664—=£4,132. 16s. Od. is left to the credit of 
the Imperial Government. 
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No doubt the expense attending the carrying out of the contagious disease law 
in China will be greater than in Japan, in consequence of the difference in the social 
habits of the two people, and probably a higher rate of salary to the medical staff, 
still the above favorable financial statement leaves a wide margin of profits and 
should convince the Municipal Council that, when once the Lock Hospital is organised 
and properly conducted, it will, at any rate, prove no burden to the rate-payer. 

T regret that my absence from Yokohama on public duty at Nagasaki and Kobé 
for the last two months prevented me replying earlier. Your letter did not reach me 
until my return here a few days ago.

The measures recommended to be adopted by Doctors Henderson 
and Pichon were fully approved, and it was agreed between the dele- 
gates from the French side and the Council, that the Health Officers of 
the two quarters should furnish an estimate of expenses after which the 
matter would be taken into further consideration, 


Memorandum discussed at the above meeting. 


Tux Mepicat anp Porice Surerviston or Native Prostirvres, 


Memorandum.—Jnne 12th, 1876, 


1, It is unnecessary now to recapitulate the facts which have been accumulated to prove 

the necessity of subjecting the native prostitutes in Shanghai to foreign medical sypervision, 
“During the past year the subject has again been brought prominently forward by Vice-Admiral 

Ryder, who urges the Council to take immediate action, by arguments founded on the expe- 
rience of ships of war stationed at the port, and by detailed reference to the good results ob- 
tained in Japan from the systematic inspection of the women and the establishment of Lock 
Hospitals. In addition to the letters of the English Admiral, I beg now also to enclose a letter 
from Fleet Surgeon Thomas J, Turner of the U. S. Flag-Ship Tennessee, in which the writer 
expresses strongly his conviction that a Lock Hospital is needed in Shanghai, and adds his 
experience to that of other Naval Surgeons, to prove the prevalence of venereal disease at the 
port. Iam also further informed by the Health Officer of the French Council, that during the 
past six months, the Captain of a French man-of-war lying in the harbour, refused altogether 
to grant his men shore-going leave, on account of the risk which he believed they ran of 
contracting veneral disease in the brothels, 

2, Ihave recently pointed out (in my last Report as Realth Officer) that efficient control 
of the native prostitutes will be obtained with greater difficulty in Shanghai, than either in 
Hongkong or Japan, in virtue of the facts, that Hongkong is a British Colony, and that in 
Japan the Native Government concerns itself directly in the establishment and maintenance of 
the Lock Hospitals. In view of the difficulties which may be anticipated, the following points 
seem to me deserving of special consideration :— 

A. The Superintendent of Police is of opinion that the number of the native prostitutes 
in Shanghai has undergone little alteration during the past few years, and that the figures 
published in my special report in 1871, may be taken as substantially correct. At that date 
1,612 women were known to the Police as prostitutes in the Settlement North of the Yang- 
king-pang Creek. Of these women 1,385 received the visits of natives ouly, and in no case 
permitted foreigners to enter their houses. It would be as impossible, as it would be impolitic, 
to attempt the medical inspection of women who so specially reserve themselves, and they 
aay be altogether left out of consideration. The control of the remaining 223, will doubtless 
sufficiently tax the resources of the staff which the Council can command, bat the number is 
scarcely so great as to be seriously embarrassing. These 223 women are distributed over 
Hongkew and the English Settlement in 62 houses. 

B. It has been definitely ascertained that neither in the French Concession nor in the 
‘Settlement North of Yang-king-pang Creek, will the wom®n voluntarily, or even readily, 
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‘submit to the visits of inspectors. This however will, I believe, be found scarcely a serious 
obstacle, The native authorities may be counted upon to support the Police in closing any 
native brothel simply proceeded against as such; and the keepers of the houses will compel 
the women to appear before the surgeon, when they find that the only alternative is the shut- 
ting up of the brothel, To prevent emigration from one Settlement to another, it is essential 
that the two Municipalities act simultaneously; and this co-operation should be definitely 
secured before the work is begun. 

C. Thave ascertained personally from the Commissioner of Customs and the Harbour 
Master that the Council may depend upon their support, and—if in any way possible—their 
assistance. This is a matter of no small importance, as, so far as sailors are concerned, 
the most dangerous women appear to be those, who, under the guise of needlewomen, washer- 
“women, and the like, visit the ships in the harbour for the purpose of prostitution, or with 
that object entice the sailors to visit their houses on shore. 

D. thas been suggested to me that before incurring the expense of building a Lock 
Hospital and engaging the services of the full staff required for such an institution, it would 
‘be well to ascertain by a preliminary experiment, the ability of the Authorities to compel the 
attendance of the prostitutes at the weekly inspections; and I am myself of opinion that such 
4n experiment is decidedly to be recommended. The plan of procedure suggested was detailed 
by Dr. Massais in a special report addressed by him to the French Council in 1870, a translation 
of which is preserved in the office of the English Council. It was this plan which formerly 
received Dr, Galle’s support, and this is the scheme which now meets with Dr, Pichon’s appro- 
bation. 

The official registration of the houses and their inhabitants is the first step, This done 
the women practising prostitution are furnished with tickets to which their photographs are 
attached. The weekly inspections are then begun in a convenient apartment hired for the 
purpose; the building at the head of the Foochow Road would suit perfectly. ‘The women on 
presenting themselves before the surgeon, hand in their tickets, and upon these the surgeon, 
or his assistant, inscribes the date of the examination and the condition of the women examined. 
Should any of the inhabitants of a registered house fail to appear, the proprietor is at once com= 
municated with by the police and if the reasons assigned for the non-appearance are unsatis- 
factory, the house is closed and struck off the register. By the more active promoters of this 
scheme, it is believed that it will for some time to come prove a sufficient check on the spread 
of venereal disease in Shanghai; but I can myself only support it as an advisable preliminary 
step to the establishment of a hospital, at which the women will not only be periodically exa- 
mined, but, when found diseased, wiil be detained till cured.

Srr,—1. Will you be so good as to thank the Municipal Conncil for affording 


me an opportunity of attending their meeting on Monday, with reference to the 
question of prostitution at Shanghai. 


Vor, 
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2. Ihave to thank the Council for reconsidering the matter, and I congratu- 
late them on the unanimity with which they admitted that the example set by 
Hongkong and the Japanese ports, should be followed here as far as possible. I 
was much gratified to find that there was not a dissentient voice. Even the legal 
adviser allowed that there was no real difficulty. 

3. The Council are aware that four large English frigates have been anchored 
for several weeks at Woosung within easy reach of Shanghai. Admiral Lambert 
was well aware of the unenviable distinction which Shanghai occupies among the 
ports out here as regards “Contagious” Disease. He allowed no “leave” to the 
Ships Companies throughout those weary weeks, with one good result, viz: that his 
vessels have gone to sea without any victims to contagion on the sick list; but can it 
be considered satisfactory, that as regards some 2,000 English seamen, Shanghai 
can only with due regard to their health, be treated as a port in strict quarantine, 

4. It is impossible to refuse leave to the Ships Companies of vessels anchored 
off the town of Shanghai, and the result is evident in the annual medical relations of 
those ships that have visited the port, viz: the long list of names of men invalided, 
with constitutions probably ruined for life. Under the heading “where contracted,” 
the constantly recurring entry is Shunghai. 

5. In previous letters, I have demonstrated{by copies of Medical Reports from 
Yokohama, Hongkong, &¢.— 

A, That Regulations involving (a) Registration of Houses and Women, (b) 
numbering of Houses with large Roman numerals (c) weekly examination of all Prosti- 
tutes, (d) withdrawal and treatment of all infected Women, have been, and are, certain 
to be perfectly successful in stamping out all the worst forms of the disease. I have 
also stated— 

B. That a license tax of $2 per head per month, would be amply sufficient to 
make the enforcement of the regulation self supporting. There are about 250 Chi- 
nese women who receive the visits of Europeans and foreigners—the tax would 
bring in $6,000 per annum. 

C. That there would be no need to call upon the ratepayers for a single dollar, 
and that moreoyer it would be very unadvisable to call upon the ratepayers for aid, 
as many of them are owners of brothels, and therefore interested parties. It would 
merely invite opposition and very unpleasant discussion on a very unsavoury subject, 

6. There is, I am informed, a house belonging to the Municipality well situated 
for examination purposes, and where about a dozen beds could be placed. 

7. I beg to suggest for the consideration of the Gouncil, that when Drs. Hen- 
derson and Pichon have reported, their suggestions be carried out, and that at the 
first the diseased women be invited to come down to treatment voluntarily, the number 
of cases, probably of the worst description of curable disease, to be limited, of course, 
by the number of beds that can be placed in the rooms of the house referred to. 

8. The kind treatment they receive, the good food, the rapid cure, &c., would 
soon become known among the women and the brothel-keepers, and after a time 
the next step, the establishment of a Lock Hospital of sufficient dimensions might 
be considered by the Council,—to be of course self supporting,—the amount of the 
license tax to be regulated with this object. 

9. There appears to be no difficulty in closing any time, by representation to 
the Chinese authorities. This power held in terrorem over the brothel-keepers 
would, I have no doubt induce them without difficulty to comply with the code of 

ms, viz:— 

(a) To have their Houses numbered in large Roman numbers ontside. 

(6) To keep a list of inmates, corrected weekly, hanging up inside the door 
with the name of the week day on which they are inspected. 

(c) To bring their inmates every week on a certain day—always the same day 
—at a certain hour, to be examined, 
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Note.—50 to 60 can easily be examined in two hours, 

(d) To oblige each of their inmates to have a wooden ticket with her name 
written on it, the number of the house and the (week) day of examination, the 
latter in English, French and German, with the stamp of the Board of Health. 
This wooden ticket to be always on the person of the owner, and be produced if 
asked for. The ticket to be detained by the examining surgeon if the woman is 
infected, until she is declared clean, 

(e) To pay the monthly tax. 

(#) To keep an orderly house, 

(g) To admit the Police nominated for the purpose, at all hours, 

lv. The establishment of the above system as a tentative measure, in con- 
junction with the French Municipal Council, will cost much less than the sum 
which will be raised by the $2 head tax per month. The establishment of a Lock 
Hospital, the seclusion of infected women to be obligatory, might follow or not as 
the Municipal authorities might decide, with the concurrence or non-opposition of 
the Chinese Authorities. 

11. I have written fully, and I hope finally, on this subject, because I am most 
unwilling to intrude further on the Council’s valuable time, I beg to congratulate 
that body on having at last determined to remove what was no doubt a standing 
reproach to Shanghai and its rulers, not merely because of the cruel injury which 
the inaction of the Council inflicted on the seamen who visit the Port, but because 
of the statements which have been thrown about broadcast, but which are doubtless 
untrue, viz:—“ That so influential were many persons residing in or owning property 
in Shanghai, who were large house owners, and as such brothel-owners, that it 
would be impossible ever to persuade the Municipal Council to take any serious step 
by which the rents of brothels might apparently be emperilled, all arguments and 
considerations however weighty to the contrary, notwithstanding.” 

12. There is not the slightest reason to suppose, judging from experience in 
other places, that the property of the brothel-owners will be deteriorated—quite 
the contrary—but however this may be, the action the Council is now prepared to 
take, “better late thau never,” will at once in the most effectual way give the lie to 
any such disgraceful imputation on their bona fides in so important a matter, 

13, Thanking you for the cordial assistance you have given me, and requesting 
you to place this letter before the Municipal Council at the earliest opportunity, and 
ask them to prir t and distribute it if any appeal is made to the Ratepayers,

Srr,—I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of copy of despatch from 
Admiral Ryder, dated 3rd August, 1876—forwarded in your letter of 4th idem. 

‘The Council feel much indebted to Admiral Ryder for favouring them fully 
with his views regarding the establishment of a “Lock Hospital.” 

Thaye now the pleasure to state for his information that the Council, in con- 
junction with the Conseil d’Administration Municipale of the French Concession 
have agreed to put in force from the Ist January next the tentative scheme which 
was discussed at the Meeting which Admiral Ryder and yourself attended on the 
24th July last. 

The scheme, as you are aware, embraces: — 

(a) The Licensing of public women. 

(6) The Registration of brothels and women, 

(c) Weekly examination of Chinese prostitutes receiving visits from 
Foreigners, 

(a) Treatment of infected women who will voluntarily submit. 

(e) The closing of native brothels under order from Mixed Court where 
one or more inmates object to treatment. 

The moyement will haye had nearly two months trial before the annual meet~ 
ing of Ratepayers to be held at the end of February next, which will enable tho 
Council to present to the Ratepayers a report on its working during that time on 
which they can decide as to making the Lock Hospital a permanent institution of 
the Settlement. 

The Council do not at present propose to compel the foreign prostitutes to 
submit to inspection as it is thought they avail themselves readily of medical advice, 
but if it appears necessary hereafter, the Council will take steps in this direction,

S1r,—A Special Committee of this Chamber has been appointed to enquire into 
the question of trade grievances, and to draw up a report, embodying such informa- 
tion as they may be able to obtain, bearing upon the subject. One of the matters 
to which the Committee is desirous of giving early attention, and in which the 
Council has also lately taken considerable interest, is the levy of taxes by Chinese 
within the Settlements; and I am requested to ask the Municipal Council to be good 
enongh to favour the Chamber with any information the Council may possess with 
regard to the nature and extent of the local dues. 

The Chamber has been furnished by a member with a list in Chinese (enclosed 
for perusal), which is believed to include most items of the charges made upon goods 
within the Municipal limits; but it would be very desirable if more authentic docu- 
ments could be obtained, in the shape of certified copies of the tariffs of rates; or, 
if possible, official notifications, or other papers proving the levies; and the Council 
may be in a better position to procure these, than the representatives of the merchants, 

‘The Special Committee will be greatly obliged by the assistance of your Board, 
in collecting particulars to form the foundation of their report,

Srr,—The result of enquiry into the system pursued by the Chinese authorities 
for the levying of Lekin Dues in the Foreign Settlement, has been to obtain the 
following information, which the Council have much pleasure in laying before you. 

Offices —There are in existence three offices established for the collection of 
this class of tax. 

1,—The Yang-pu Kung-su, in the Shanse Road, 

2.—The Yang-yoh, or Opium, inside the City near the East Gate. 

3.—The Zee-bong Yo-ko, or Lee Kinen, outside the City near the East Gate. 

Officers—The first named is managed by the head of the Piece Goods Guild, 
but the others are under official supervision and presided over by high class man- 
darins appointed from Peking. 

Duties.—Their respective duties are distributed thus:— 

The Yang-pu Kung-sn, in the Shanse Road, controls the levying of dues on all 
cotton, linen and woollen goods of foreign manufacture, sold within the limits of the 
Settlement, and also on the same description of goods sent from Shanghai into the 
interior. 

The Foreign Piece Goods Guild farms the levying of the tax on this especial 
class of goods, and pays annually, it is estimated, upwards of Tis, 20,000 for. goods 
sold in the Settlement only. The extent of its operations may be judged from this, 
but if evidence were required to substantiate the assertion, it would be difficult to 
produce, owing on the one hand to a dread on the part of the native traders to give 
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‘any information, documentary or otherwise, lest it might implicate them with their 
own officials; and on the other hand to the care taken by the officials to allow nothing 
to transpire, which on being made public they are well aware would immediately 
increase the outcry on the part of foreigners against the levying of the tax—a pro- 
fitable source of revenue to the Chinese Government. Still there is very little doubt 
that a very large sum is paid by the Guild for the right of farming the Lekin, and 
amongst natives likely to be well posted, the amount named is commonly mentioned 
as the minimum figure. 

A tariff of dues is attached (based on an ad valorem due of 2} per cent.) 

The Yang-yoh, or Opium Office, inside the City, near the East Gate, collects 
Lekin dues on Opium at the rate of 26 Haiquan Taels a chest, 

Taking the average local consumption of this drug (foreign manufactured), 
according to Customs Reports, to be 12,000 chests, there appears at once a sum of 
Haiquan Taels 312,000=Shanghai Taels 347,568, derived on the article, irrespective 
of the tax on some 500 chests of native growth. 

On the Lekin being paid, passes are given for each chest, or each ball if desired 
by the owner. 

Copies attached—for large cakes—for small cakes. 

The Zee-bong Yo-ko, or Lee Kiuen, outside the City, near the East Gate, exer- 
cises its functions in the collection of dues on the other articles of trade not yet re- 
ferred to. They are detailed in the Chinese document forwarded in your letter 
under reply, of which the Council have had a translation made for the guidance of 
the Chamber. 

At a glance, you will discover that there is scarcely a single article of commerce 
which escapes the Lekin tax. 

Fnough has been said to show that the system prevailing is general, well 
organized, countenanced and supported at Peking; and, illegal as in the opinion of 
the Council it undoubtedly is, yet it thrives in our midst. 

Runners.—The Settlement is literally overrun with Lekin runners, who carry 
on their work in the most open and barefaced_manner, their livelihood depending 
on their vigilance. 

It is computed that there are 200 runners attached to the three offices, a foree 
exceeding that of the Municipal Police. Some are constantly stationed at the 
Wharves and Jetties, and at various points in the Settlement, whilst others patrol 
the streets day and night; and so complete is the cordon drawn around the place 
that it is barely possible for a Chinaman to escape detection in the event of his 
attempting to evade the tax. 

Under existing circumstances, a Chinaman intending to buy goods for sale by 
retail within the Foreign Settlement has in the first place to apply to the Lekin office 
charged with levying of the dues on the particular class of goods he is in search of, 
for permission to remove the goods from the merchants’ godown to his shop or hong, 
paying the Lekin before the pass is granted. But even here the interference of the 
Lekin ronners does not stop, for during the transportation of the goods through the 
streets after the pass has been procured, the native in charge is invariably accosted 
‘by a runner and requested to exhibit receipt for Lekin, which on being produced is 
stamped by the runner. This may occur twenty times over before the goods have 
reached their destination. 

__ In the event of a Chinaman being detected conveying goods without a pass, the 
runner adopts one or other of three courses: 

1,—He either detains the property until the Chinaman has been to the Lekin 
office and paid the due. 

2.—Or, he follows the goods to their destination and demands the tax from the 
owner, 
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8.—Or, where thero is suspicion of an attempt to evade the Lekin, a warrant is 
obtained from the Chehsien and the offending party is arrested and taken into the 
City. 

ewe Tae a warrant is first signed by one of the Consular Assessors 
sitting at the Mixed Court, afterwards brought to one of the Police Stations, and a 
Municipal Policeman accompanies the runner for the sole purpose of seeing that in 
its execution no breach of the peace occurs, 

To cite one case is sufficient to give an insight into the manner of dealing with 
persons discovered not to have paid Lekin. On the 4th ultimo, a Chinaman had pur- 
chased 14 bags of sugar within the Foreign Settlement for the manufacture of cakes, 
confectionery, etc., and conveyed them to his shop in the Honan Road, without 
having first paid the Lekin due, amounting to 14,000 cash, or say Ts. 8.00, and 
gone through the procedure prescribed by the Lekin office, 

He was arrested and removed on a warrant into the City, there detained three 
days, and liberated only on payment of Ts. 50.00. 

The conduct of the runners of the different offices differs only in so far that the 
opium Lekin runners arrest a native conveying opium without a pass, instead of 
giving him the option as in other instances, of going to the Lekin office and paying 
the Lekin due. 

Amount collected —A difficulty naturally presents itself in arriving closely at the 
total amount collected in this way in the course of the year within the Settlement. 

The Chinese authorities, who well know the illegal nature of their exactions and 
the disfavor with which they are regarded by foreigners, take every precaution to 
prevent any information leaking out which would tend to expose the true state of 
things, Information is most carefully concealed from the subordinate officials and 
clerks in the various departments, and everything is done to keep foreigners and 
Chinese alike ignorant of the amount derived from Lekin dues. Every endeavor has 
been made to ascertain definitely what revenue the Taotai actually receives from the 
source under review, but without success, Still, sufficient is known, from enquiry 
in one direction and another, that at least Tls. 80,000 to Tls, 100,000 is annually 
paid into the Imperial coffers irrespective of the tax on opium, This sum represents 
merely what is derived within the limits of the Foreign Settlement, and if it be so 
where, by the intervention of Foreigners, opportunities are more frequent for escaping 
the tax, the conclusion follows that large sums must be paid at Hankow, Ningpo, 
Hangchow, Soochow and other large cities where the Chinese authorities have the 
administration more or less in their own hands, 

The iniquity of this tax becomes the more apparent, when, so far as is known, 
not one cash of the large amount extorted within the Settlement is expended either 
for the improvement of the place, or the benefit of those out of whose pockets the 
money comes. 

Enclosures.—Receipts for Lekin on sundry commodities are enclosed as evidence 
of some of the statements that have been made, but in handing them to you the 
Council would ask you to take every care that the names of the shopkeepers be 
omitted if the Chamber intend publishing the information they have obtained on the 
subject of Lekin dues, as the documents have been given up with great reluctance, 
and if it reached the ears of the Chinese officials, the persons referred to might 
probably be made the butts of official annoyance, 

The Council trust they have so far succeeded in laying before you such facts as 
will enable the Chamber to grapple with the question so as to convince the Repre~ 
sentatives of Foreign Powers of the necessity of immediate steps being taken to 
afford the community relief from the levying of Lekin dues, which not only cripple 
the trade of the place, but are notoriously illegal and opposed altogether to the letter 
and spirit of the Treaty existing between the Chinese Government and Foreign 
Powers. = , 
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It only remains for me to assure you on the part of the Council, that whatever 
assistance towards this end you may require can be confidently relied on,

Srm,—In the Council’s report on Lekin Taxes laid before the Shanghai General 
Chamber of Commerce, and published in yesterday’s Daily News, I observe it stated 
that one of the courses adopted by the native runners, when detecting a Chinese in 
conveying goods without a pass, is to procure a warrant against the offender from 
the Chehsien, and that such warrants are signed by one of the Consular Assessors 
sitting at the Mixed Court, before being carried into execution. This statement 
conveys the impression that it is the practice of the Consular Assessors not only to 
countersign warrants of the nature described, but to countersign them without demur; 
and an instance is cited in the Council’s report for the purpose of giving an insight 
into the manner of dealing with persons who evade the Lekin tax, and shewing the 
disastrous consequences in the particular case quoted to the individual concerned, 

I fully sympathise with the Chamber and your Council in their desire to expose 
any imposition of taxes by the Chinese Authorities which amounts to an infraction 
of treaty rights, providing always that this essential condition can be established. 
But I must object to such an unqualified allegation in respect to the action of the 
Consular Assessors as that conveyed in the Council’s report. As a matter of fact, it 
is the practice of this Consulate to refrain from countersigning any Chinese warrant, 
unless satisfied that there is ground for believing the accused to be actually impli- 
cated in the offence charged; and evasion of Lekin dues, even when legally claimable 
has not, as far as I am aware, been ever treated as an offence. Instances may occur 
where other charges are trumped up as a cloak to cover an accusation of breach of 
Lekin rules; but all this Consulate can do is to take every possible precaution against 
being misled by such devices; and the rule we endeavour to follow out is as I have 
stated. 

I am not aware on what evidence the Council bases the statement made in their 
report, but in the face of my own declaration that it is not the practice of this Con- 
sulate to countersign wittingly warrants of the character described, that is warrants 
inyolying a charge of evasion of Lekia dues, I trust the Council will see fit to test 
their evidence more closely, and, if found faulty, as I believe it to be, to qualify the 
statement which has been laid before the public. 

As regards the particular instance of countersignature of a warrant by a Con- 
sular Assessor cited in your Council’s report, I am in a position to state that the 
British Assessor was requested to countersign the document, but refused to do so,

It questioned the accuracy of certain statements put 
forward in the Council’s report, and which seriously reflected upon the official action 
of the officers of this Consulate, and it expressed the hope that these statements 
might be qualified in such a way as not to mislead the public, You will perhaps 
excuse me if I call your attention to these essential portions of my letter, and to the 
fact that they received no notice in your reply under acknowledgment.

Srr,—In the temporary absence of the Chairman, I have the honor to acknow- 
ledge receipt of your despatch of 20th instant, pointing out that the Council’s letter 
of 19th instant, does not reach the object you had in view in addressing them on 
15th, in so far that it does not remove the impression left in the minds of the public 
that officers attached to H, B, M.’s Consulate haye been in the habit of countersign- 
ing warrants involying an evasion of Lekin dues, 

It is needless for me to assure you, that the Council would regret equally with 
yourself that any statement should emanate from them reflecting unfavourably on 
the official action of the Consular staff, and if after putting before you the grounds 
on which the Council founded the assertion made to the Chamber of Commerce, 
you should still consider that the Council were not warranted in the assumption that 
the British Assessors sitting from time to time at the Mixed Court countersigned 
the warrants, the Council will not hesitate to put matters on a proper footing. 

To support the view taken by this and previous Councils in office, T have the 
honor to bring to your notice the correspondence that passed between the Council 
and H. B. M.’s Consul as far back as 1866, when the execution of Lekin warrants 
issued from the Chinese authorities for the arrest of some Chinese in the Settlement 
formed the subject of a remonstrance on the part of the Municipal authorities at the 


time. The Council would not countenance the legality of the Lekin tax, but they 

were overruled by Mr. Consul Winchester, who wrote to the Chairman of the Council 

on 17th March, 1866, regarding the warrants referred to that “A new set is to be 

issued, and will be countersealed with the seal used in Mr. Carroll’s office (Mr. 

Carroll was interpreter in H. B. M.’s Consulate.) To prevent mistakes, one*of the 

Consular Constables will be present at the execution, which I request you will 
instruct the Municipal officers not to interfere with.” 

This led to an energetic protest on the part of the Council, and the danger of 

7 the system then innovated of warrants being signed at your Consulate, before enquiry 

: had been made as to the nature of the exactions, was pointed out. 

: 
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The information derived from the Superintendent of Police, goes to show that 
from that date up to the present time there haye been remarkably few instances 
brought to light of attempts by natives resident to escape the payment of Lekin dues; 
and looking for the reason, it may with some degree of certainty be attributed to 
fhe action of the Consular Body in 1866, and to the dread of the consequences in- 
, herent in the native mind when such cases as the one cited to the Chamber become 
known. 

There are not many instances on record, therefore, of the British or any other 
Assessor countersigning a warrant for Lekin; still as late as 1875, Mr. Davenport 
countersigned warrants, viz:— 


On 5th January, for arrest of Chinaman, 74, Canton Road. 


» 5th do. do, 406, do, 
» 30th August, do. 11, Wuhu Road. 
» » 30th do. do, 203, Shantung Road. 
5 » 80th do. do. 884, Kinkiang Road.

It is possible, as you represent, that they may have been signed in the press of 
business, or upon a misstatement or misconception of facts, but if not, a discontinu- 
ance of the signing of warrants by your officers was unknown, no intimation whatever 
has been received that the execution of Lekin warrants was regarded with disfavor 
by them until receipt of your letter of 15th instant, and the Council not unnaturally 
concluded that there was no change in the views of the Consuls with regard to the 
right of the Chinese to collect Lekin dues within the Settlement,

S1n,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of the Acting Chairman’s 
letter No. 7, dated the 26th ultimo, on the subject of the countersignature of 
Chinese warrants, and I beg to thank him for the pains taken to reply fully to my 
further communication of the 20th ‘ultimo. 

I find on enquiry that, of the six warravts which your letter instances as having 
been countersigned by Mr. Davenport, three were in respect of Lekin on opium, an 
import on which, under certain conditions, the Chinese are entitled to levy an inland 
tax; and three had reference to Lekin on silk piece goods, an article which, unless 
certificated, the Chinese authorities may certainly deal with as they please. 

In any case, the instances in which countersignature has been accorded by the” 
British Assessor, appear to have been, as the letter under acknowledgement states, 
very rare; and this fact I think sustains the objection which I raised in my first 
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letter of the 15th ultimo against the too sweeping nature of the charge brought 
against the Consular Assessors, of having made a practice of countersigning all 
warrants presented by the Chinese Authorities,

Crime. 


The Superintendent of Police reports:—“There is an increase in 
the number of persons apprehended during the past year principally for 
offences committed by jin-rick-shas coolies under the head of misde- 
meanours and obstructions, 

There has been one case of murder: Deceased was a coloured man 
employed on enclosed premises as watchman. He was found dead in 
his watch-house at 6 o’clock in the morning and had probably been dead 
for some hours. He had been paid his wages a day or two before the 
murder was committed, and was evidently killed by some person known 
to him. This person may have gone to borrow or steal the money and 
either quarreling killed deceased or being seen was compelled to com- 
mit murder to prevent arrest. The amount of money stolen was proba- 
bly less than $10. The Superintendent regrets that the Police have up 
to the present time been unable to trace the perpetrator of this crime. 

There has been an improvement in sentences passed on habitual 
professional thieves at the Mixed Court during the past year, and in 
consequence they have nearly all disappeared from the Settlement.”

The Superintendent of Police reports: —‘6 sick, destitute persons 
were in the free beds at the General Hospital on the 1st January 1876, 
and during the year, 26 others have been sent to the Hospital, making 
the total number of days in the Hospital of one patient 2,229. 

The kindness of the Sisters of Mercy to these patients, and in 
admitting sick poor people into the Hospital, when the free beds have 
been occupied, is deserving of great praise. They have never refused 
admittance to any one sent to them.” 

Food is given, at the Hongkew Station, to destitute Foreigners, 
It is useless to give them money, ‘as it would in most instances be 
squandered in drink, &c. To deserving persons, passages are provided 
to other ports in China or Japan. They are generally given gratis, 
by the owners, &c., of steamers. 


Markers, 


The Inspector of Markets states in his report for the year 1876 
that he has invariably found the markets well supplied with good and 
wholesome provisions, of all descriptions, and with abundance of game.

Report from Health Officer appended. 

Vaccination —In view of the increased labour thrown upon the 
Shantung Road Hospital, by reason of undertaking the work formerly 
performed at the Vaccination room in the Gutzlaff Hospital, the Coun- 
cil increased the annual vote of Tis, 200 to Tis. 600. 


Nuisance. 


The Inspector of Nuisances reports :—“ During the period embraced 
in this report the roads and alleys of the Settlement have been swept 
and cleaned daily,—the roads twice, and the alleys once, The garbage 
collected has been removed by boats out of the Settlement and deposited, 
—the greater portion of it,—on the North Bank of the Soochow Creek 
near the Stone Bridge. A large quantity of it is, however, annually 
conveyed up-country in boats and used by the farmers for manure, the 
country people paying the contractor 200 or 300 cash per boat-load 
for the garbage according to the size of the boat. 

The quantity of garbage collected during the year has been 18,777 
cart-loads, and the quantity mud scraped from the roads has been 882 
cart-loads, 

Nuisances during the year have been caused chiefly by the choking 
of native drains in the back part of the Settlement,—in most instances 
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they were attended to immediately the attention of the owners of the 
properties on which they occurred was called to their existence. 

Hongkew is extending so rapidly that it is necessary two additional 
coolies be taken on for sweeping roads, &c.”

HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT. 
1876. 


Dearu Returns. 


The deaths of sixty-nine Foreigners have been registered in 
Shanghai during 1876. A tabular arrangement of these will be found 
at page 60 of this Report. At page 61 I have attempted as formerly, 
to separate the deaths which took place among the actual residents, from 
those which occurred among the non-residents, or that portion of the 
population which is chiefly represented by the sailors who visit the port; 
in making this division I have regarded six months spent in Shanghai 
as constituting residence. 

The deaths of ten young children have been registered during 
the year, and these will be found in a separate table at page 61. The 
deaths of ten females have been registered, but six of these are children 
under ten years of age. 

Nationality was registered in sixty-two cases, the distribution being 
as follows;—Great Britain 84, France 6, America 7, Germany 4, Swe- 
den 8, Denmark 2, Switzerland 1, Portugal 1, Japan 1, Manila 1, 
Malay Peninsula 1; besides these the deaths of two Eurasians are re- 
gistered. . 

Age was ascertained in fifty-eight cases :—

Besides these one death was registered at 53 years. 

For the sake of comparison with former years the table of death 
rates given in the last Report may be extended. The population—re- 
sident and non-resident—is estimated at three thousand, a convenient 
number which probably nearly approaches the truth.* 

* My reason for adopting this number requires explanation. The Census taken 
in March of 1870, which did not embrace the French Concession, gave 2,767 as the 
total number of the foreign inhabitants of Shanghai—afloat and on shore; to this 
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In 1870 deaths registered 103, mortality indicated 84.3 per 1000.

SprcraL Diseases or THE YEAR. 


Shanghai has enjoyed during the past year a somewhat exceptional 
immunity from disease in an epidemic form, and the foreign population 
at least, has suffered little from the so-called climatic diseases. These 
are facts which may to some degree be attributable to the moderate 
rain-fall and the unusual mildness of the summer heats, but they have 
probably a closer connection with the gradual raising and the improved 
drainage of the Settlements. 

Referring to the table of registered deaths given at page 60 of this 
Report, I note the following as worthy of attention :— 

The deaths recorded as due to Remittent Fever are three in number, 
and these all occurred among children under three years of age, two 
being specially designated in the Certificates “Infantile.” 

- Three cases of Enteric Fever are registered, but there is also 
another case in which this fever is given as a ‘secondary disease,’ dysen- 
tery being noted in the Certificate as the ‘primary cause’ of death. 
Tn the last month of the year my attention was drawn to a case of 
Enteric Fever, in which a bath-room pipe leading directly into a cess- 
pool, was reasonably inferred to have been the channel through which 
infection was conveyed; this case ran a mild course, but its probable 
origin teaches a lesson which deserves attention. In my report for 
1873 I referred to these pipes as possible sources of danger, and I now 
repeat the caution which I then addressed to the public:—‘ The pipes 
leading from bath-rooms are frequently used by the native servants as 
a convenient means for removing ‘slops;’ this ought never to be per- 
mitted. These pipes should never terminate in a drain, or open 
directly over an aperture communicating with a drain; if so placed, 
they will almost certainly conduct sewer gas into the interior of the 
dwelling-house, and this, whether the communication with the drain 


Tadd 300 as the probable population on the French side, and have 3,067 as a result. 
The returns of the English and Hongkew Settlements obtained last year, shew on 
the whole an increase in the foreign population, the number of adult males having 
however diminished. We are still in need of a census, which, taken in all the Set- 
tlements together at one time, shall accurately represent the foreign population of 
Shanghai, with the age, sex and nationality of the individuals composing it. It 
ought to be remembered that during some three months of last year the population 
was materially increased by the presence of the Flying Squadron, 
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be trapped or not. Bath-room pipes will answer every purpose if cut 
short. a few feet from the ground above a properly constructed gutter.” 

The case of Cholera registered in July was, I believe, solitary in 
the foreign community; it occurred on board one of the English men- 
of-war then lying at Woosung. On the 25th of the same month how- 
ever, I-was officially informed that a native—a Canton man, a prisoner 
at the Central Police Station—had been seized during the night with 
pain in the bowels, and being sent at once to one of the native Hos- 
pitals, had died there in a few hours from Cholera. In my annual re- 
ports I have now had frequent occasion to refer to disease of this kind 
as occurring among the natives, but sparing foreigners, and I do so once 
again, to suggest the possibility of some at least of these cases being 
in reality examples of ‘Pernicious’ Malarious fever—the algid or cho- 
leriform varieties described by Trousseau and others.* It is somewhat 
difficult to conceive of true Asiatic Cholera as so constantly recurring 
among the natives, and yet extending so rarely to the foreign community. 
In many of the cases treated at the native Hospitals in Shanghai during 
past years the cholera-like collapse has been well marked, while at the 
same time diarrhcea and vomiting have been absent; in this ‘algid’ 
condition some died, and, among those who recovered, some did so by 
a gradual return to health without evacuations, A variety of cholera 
has, it is true, been described as occurring without flux—the so-called 
cholera sicea—but it has been rarely noted, and chiefly, if not solely, 
during the progress of deadly and rapidly extending epidemics; the very 
existence of this disease is, I believe, now denied by physicians of 
experience, 

Among: Zymotic diseases it is noteworthy that during the past year 
no death from Small Pow has occurred among Foreigners in Shanghai; in 
this respect 1876 ranks with 1872—such immunity being hitherto 
of exceptional occurrence. In spite of a favourable report published in 
the beginning of the year, the Council decided in March to close the 
public vaccination dispensary in the Ningpo Road, handing over a largo 
proportion of the money by which that institution was supported to the 
Trustees of the Shantung Road Hospital. It remains to be seen what 
effect this change will have on the spread of vaccination among the 
natives, In the meantime it is only apparent to me that the number of 
protected native children in the district, has diminished by about the num- 
ber which might reasonably have been expected to apply for vaccination 

* “Tn algid fever, the cold continues from the begining to the end of the paro- 
xysm, It sets in with shivering of much more than ordinary violence, which rapidly 
increases in intensity: it lasts for a good many hours: the temperature of the body is 
really and obviously lowered: the tongue becomes icy: the skin when pinched retains 
the fold made in it, as it does in the algid stage of cholera-morbus, The thirst is 
intense; and the anxiety extreme.” Again:— When the intestine is attacked, 
there may be an alvine flux resembling the water in which raw meat has been washed, 
and as profuse as the discharge from the bowels in cholera,” (English translation 
of Troussean’s Clinical Medicine.) ‘ 
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during the year at the Dispensary and its country branch, and that the 
Council has lost a valuable safeguard against such a failure in lymph as 
was experienced in 1871. If the sum of the vaccinations done at the 
Municipal Dispensary be compared with the amount expended on its 
support, there is perhaps reason to consider these as somewhat dearly 
purchased, but this is scarcely a fair way to regard an institution so 
recently established, which had moreover other objects in view than an 
immediate increase in the number of protected natives. The true policy 
in this matter is, I think, the multiplication of stations, not certainly 
the diminution of their number; the natives are lazy and careless, and 
the nearer we bring the benefits of vaccination to their doors, the greater 
probably will be the number of those who avail themselves of them. 

. Under the head of Jntemperance are grouped three deaths, returned 
as:—“Congestion of brain brought on by alcohol and excess,” “ Indul- 
gence in alcoholic liquors,” and “Alcoholic poisoning;” besides these 
it will be noticed that a death from Delirium Tremens is registered in 
March. Aleohol is so slow a poison, that it is altogether impossible to 
estimate the amount of injury which its abuse inflicts on the health of a 
community, but here at least are four deaths—four out of a total of sixty- 
nine—in which, in the opinion of the medical attendants, a fatal result 
has been the direct consequence of its excessive consumption. 

The number of deaths registered as due to Phthisis (5) is note- 
worthy; only one ‘resident’ is however included in these. 

Of the three deaths from Aneurism :—one is certified as “sudden,” 
from rupture of a sac communicating with the descending thoracic aorta; 
in one the same artery is noted as the seat of the disease, and a rupture 
also is stated to have occurred, death being however delayed for four days; 
in the third the vessel affected is not specified, the disease being given 
simply as the cause of death. 

The seven deaths from Heart disease include:—one from “fatty 
degeneration,” two from valvular lesions (specified), and four regarding 
which the nature of the disease is not specially noted in the certificates. 

The Uterine tumour is specially designated as “fibro cystic,” with 
blood poisoning and diarrhea as secondary causes of death. 

The two deaths from Fracture of the Skull were both the result of 
falls from the rigging of ships, as also the death from Brain Concussion. 

Five deaths from Drowning have been registered during 1876, the 
average annual number from this cause during the past five years being 
about ten. All who have died in this way during 1876 were seamen. — 

The Gunshot wounds were both self-inflicted. 

Two deaths are registered in November and December as due, one 
to Diptheria, and one to Spinal Meningitis. In my annual reports I have 
hitherto avoided entering into the details of individual cases of disease, 
but such deaths can scarcely be passed over without special notice, and, 
on account of their singularity, I think warrant my departure from a 
course which under ordinary circumstances is clearly advisable. Since 
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both occurred in the Police Force, I am myself in a position to give, 
from personal observation, the particulars which seem called for. 
The history of the case of Diptheria was briefly as follows :— 


The subject, a sober steady man, thirty-three years of age, came to my 
house on the morning of the 15th of November complaining of sore throat and 
general malaise. He was tremulous, and looked very weak and ill, yet he had 
done duty up to the time of his coming to consult me, and said he had only 
felt unwell for a day previously. A patch of thick tough yellow exudation, of 
about an inch in length by a quarter of an inch in breadth, adhered to the soft 
palate, the tonsils and the pharynx generally being swollen and of a dusky red 
colour; the sub-maxillary glands were enlarged and tender; the voice was muf- 
fled, and he swallowed with difficulty; the temperature of the body was raised ; 
the pulse quick and weak. I sent him at once to Hospital, where he died on the 
18th, apparently from general blood poisoning. In the Hospital the throat 
assumed a gangrenous appearance. An examination of the body made about 
twelve hours after death showed an exudation membrane extending from the 
upper part of the larynx into the small divisions of the bronchi. The case was 
I believe solitary,—it was so certainly in the foreign population, and no case of 
the kind, so far as I could learn, occurred among the natives. This is the first 
death from Diptheria which has been registered in Shanghai, and I know of 
but one well authenticated example of the disease having presented itself at 
the port in past years.* In other parts of the Empire Diptheria seems to be 
well known. Dr. Dudgeon mentions it as “the principal throat affection” in 
Pekin during the six months preceding the Ist of April 1871, and gives an 
interesting account of a severe epidemic in Pekin in 1866 (see Customs’ Medical 
Gazette for half-year ending 31st March, 1871). 


The history of the case of Spinal Meningitis was briefly as follows :— 


This constable was twenty-eight years of age. He had for some months 
been a total abstainer, and was apparently in perfect health at the time of his 
seizure. His first complaints were made on the 12th of December, when he told 
one of his comrades that he had difficulty in moving his legs, which felt stiff 
and weak. He was on duty on the night of the 13th, and the Inspector, to whom 
he made his report on returning to the station in the morning, noticed that he 
spoke thickly, pronouncing his words with apparent difficulty. He did not re- 
port himself sick till the middle of the day, when I saw him at the station in 
bed. He answered all the questions put to him intelligently, but his articulation 
was defective, apparently from inability to direct the movements of the tongue ; 
he complained of no pain, but only of the difficulty in speaking, and of loss of 
power in his limbs, especially in the left arm and leg. On the day following he 
was worse ; he had trismus, and was unable to swallow or to protrude his tongue; 
there was also commencing spasm of several muscles of the face, neck, and ex- 
tremities with retention of urine. I had him removed to the Hospital in the 
afternoon. After admission to the Hospital, painful tonic muscular spasm be- 
came the leading feature in the case; the head was drawn to the left side, and the 
left eye turned outwards. So far as could be ascertained—for he was now quite 
unable to speak—his intellect remained unclouded to the last. He died appa- 
rently exhausted, on the morning of the 16th. A post-mortem examination was 
made some twelve hours after death, at which, along with the Surgeon of the Hos- 


* A child, in 1872; the case is referred to in my report for that year, 
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pital and myself, three other medical men were present. The only morbid lesion 
noted was the presence of an opaque (sero-purulent) fluid in the sub-arachnoid 
space in the lumbar region of the spinal cord. Some extension of disease to the 
membranes of the brain had been inferred, but was not demonstrated. As careful 
an examination as was possible without the use of the microscope, was made of 
the substance of the brain and spinal cord, but nothing abnormal was discovered. 
It is not of course supposed that this case at all typically represented either of the 
diseases known as ‘spinal’ and ‘cerebro-spinal’ meningitis, but the results of the 
autopsy, taken in connection with the symptoms observed during life, make 
“Spinal Meningitis” seem a sufficiently appropriate designation. I have never 
myself seen another case in Shanghai at all resembling this, but I note that “Spinal 
Arachnitis” was certified to be the cause of a death in August of 1872; with 
regard to this case, I am informed that the history was characteristic, the post- 
mortem appearances marked and unmistakable. 


Lock Hosprtat. 


The necessity for establishing some system of medical supervisign 
over the public women in Shanghai has long been acknowledged, but 
the difficulties—financial, political and social—which have stood in the 
way of the various schemes proposed by successive administrations, have 
hitherto proved sufficient to prevent any very decided action from being 
taken, either by the community or its representatives. In August of 
1869, the Police Superintendent proposed to the Council to open a small 
hospital in the Settlement, where the native women might be examined, 
and, when necessary, admitted and treated; attendance was to be optional 
on the part of the women, but such provision as was possible, was made 
for the prosecution of any brothel-keeper found concealing a case of 
venereal disease in her house. Neither Mr. Penfold nor I hoped for 
much from this undertaking, but the Council was anxious that some- 
thing should be done, and apparently at the same time unable or unwill- 
ing to take the matter very seriously in hand. This experiment proved 
a failure; the women would not attend, and, while we had reason to 
know that disease continued to prevail extensively in the brothels, the 
new hospital was for many months without a single patient. Before 
acknowledging defeat, an effort was made to induce attendance by means 
of house to house visitations by paid native assistants, but this also failed 
in its object, and the hospital was finally closed in the beginning of 
1870. In the end of 1870 I drew up for the Council a special report, 
which was printed and privately circulated in 1871. In this I discussed 
the whole subject very fully:—I defined the various classes of houses 
which the Settlements contain, giving their situation, distinctive cha- 
racters, their number, and the number of their inmates; I drew atten- 
tion to the iniquitous bargains by which in too many cases the brothel- 
keepers became the actual possessors of the young women who lived in 
their houses; I pointed out the folly of placing any dependence on the 
native women themselves, or on their treatment by the native doctors, 
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and showed how the native hospitals under foreign supervision failed at 
all adequately to provide for their wants; from the statistics of the 
General Hospital, the Native Hospitals and the Foreign Police Force, 
together with such figures as I was able to obtain from the men-of-war 
stationed at the port during the year, I proved the widespread prevalence 
of venereal diseases; finally, I urged upon the Council the necessity 
for the introduction of some efficient scheme of medical supervision, and 
declared it to be my opinion that nothing short of compulsory periodical 
examinations and enforced detentions in Hospital, could be depended 
on to yield any notably good results. My report attracted some notice 
at the time of its publication, but other matters of public importance 
diverting attention, and some difficulty in the way of co-operation with 
the French Council being anticipated, the subject was allowed to drop, 
and no action was taken till December of 1874. In that month I was 
requested by the Secretary to frame a special memorandum from which 
the Watch Committee might calculate the probable expenses attendant 
on the establishment of a Lock Hospital for the native women; I was at 
the same time officially informed that the co-operation of the French 
Council had been definitely promised. In the Health officer’s report for 
1874, I gave a short sketch of the memorandum which I addressed to 
the Watch Committee, and full details of this document were at the same 
time published by the Secretary. Nothing further was done in 1875, 
but in 1876, Vice-Admiral Ryder being on the station, and taking an 
active interest in the matter, the Lock Hospital was once more discussed 
by the Council. The arguments employed by Admiral Ryder were co- 
gent,—for, besides demonstrating anew the serious injury inflicted on 
the Navy by venereal diseases contracted in Shanghai, he was able to 
shew clearly the great improvement in this respect which had been effected 
in Hongkong and in Japan, where well devised systems of examination 
and seclusion were thoroughly carried out by a competent staff. Under 
instruction from the Council, and after consultation with the Health 
Officer for the French Concession and the Police Superintendents, I now 
drew up the details of a scheme by which, without much outlay, the 
Council might fairly test its ability to control the brothels, and compel 
the attendance of the native prostitutes for examination by a foreign 
Surgeon. This scheme was substantially a plan of procedure recom- 
mended to the French Council by Dr. Massais in 1864, but it differed 
from the original proposal, and fell short of my own views, in so far as 
it failed to make provision for the detention in Hospital of the women 
found to be diseased. _ I advanced it however as tentative only, and it 
was so regarded by the two Municipalities; it would obviously have been 
unwise to incur the expense of furnishing a Hospital, while as yet the 
power to procure patients was a matter of uncertainty. On the 24th of 
July, at a Council meeting attended by representatives of the French 
Municipality, by the English Admiral, and by thé Health Officer for the 
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- French Concession, my memorandum* was read and fully discussed; 
at a later date I was informed that plan of acting advised had been 
approved of, and that, along with Dr. Pichon, I might proceed to open 
the new Dispensary on the 1st of January 1877. Writing now on the 
1st of February I have little to add. The Dispensary has been open 
since the beginning of the year, but the houses have all been closed by 
their proprietors, and the women as yet obstinately refuse to come for 
examination. This is however no more than might have been expected; 
I anticipated it in my special report when I said: “It cannot be denied 
that the initiation of an efficient supervision scheme, may result in the 
closing of some of the native brothels and the emigration of the women, 
&ec.” Success will now depend on the perseverance with which the two 
Municipalities refuse to allow native brothels to exist in the Settlements, 
the inmates of which fail to appear regularly before the examining 
Surgeons.

I have to record one death in the general staff from valvular 
disease of the heart. Except in the case of policemen, it has not hitherto 
been thought necessary to subject those entering the service of the 
Council to any medical examination, but the events of the past few 
years* have shewn clearly that this cannot be dispensed with, and can- 
didates for out-door and office employment will in future be required to 
pass the Municipal Surgeon before joining. ‘The case of valvular heart 
disease in the Police Returns might be taken to indicate some care- 
lessness in this matter of medical inspection, and requires explanation. 
The man was taken on at a time when recruits of a certain class were 
urgently needed, with a full understanding as to the condition of his 
heart, and on such terms that his engagement could be terminated at a 
day’s notice by the Superintendent; he was dismissed for misconduct, 
T note that no constable during the past year has been unable to do 
duty in consequence of venereal disease; this however merely implies 
that no serious cases have occurred,—trifling affections have been as 
_usual under treatment from time to time. ‘The yearly loss of service 
from venereal disease during the past five years has averaged 150 days, 
but the returns of these years have differed widely; thus in 1870 205 
days were lost, while in 1874 only 4 were deducted. :

bridges shall be erected subject to the supervision of the Council, and 
the iron bridge shall become the joint property of the French and this 
Council on completion. 

Yang-hing-pang No. 5.—An iron bridge has been ordered from 
Messrs. Laidlaw Sons and Caine of Glasgow. Cost laid down in Shang- 
hai £326.

Srm,—I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 76/775, dated the 
18th instant, enquiring what arrangements have been made, or are in contemplation, 
in order to prevent encroachments on the Bund Line, or to preclude formation of a 
foreshore outside thereof; and in reply I have to state that encroachments of an ar- 
tificial nature are rendered difficult, if not impossible, by the obligation which rests 
upon everyone who wishes to erect a new jetty, or to extend an old one, to apply in 
the first instance to the authorities through his Consul for permission to proceed 
with the work, 

No precautions, as far as I am aware, have been taken against natural accretions 
on the foreshore.

GenTLeMEN,—According to annual custom we beg to hand you 
our report on the condition and prospects of the garden entrusted to our 
care, and we are happy to be able to state that the trees and shrubs 
are flourishing and promise yearly increase of ornament to the enclosure. 
The parterres have been stocked with spring flowering bulbs and other 
preparations made for the ensuing season, while the plant houses and 
garden material are in a fair state of repair. 

Much however remains to be done. The raising of the central 
lawn which was commenced during the previous year has been com- 
pleted, but any further additions to the attractions or utility of the 
garden have been precluded by want of funds. 

We have much to deprecate the mistimed economy which appro- 
priated so small a sum as Sh. Tis. 250 for the requirements of this 
branch of the Council’s care during the past year, a sum which as will 
be seen from the accompanying details of expenses was insufficient to 
defray the cost of labour alone and has consgquently necessarily been 
exceeded, while plans for improvement, which the Committee would 
willingly have entertained, have had to be set aside on the intimation 
that no provisions had been made for such emergencies, 

The Community are indebted to Dr. Macgowan and W. H. Tapp, 
Esq. among others, for several valuable additions to their collection, but 
which, owing to want of heat in the plant houses, we fear will succumb 
to any inclemency of the season, although every available precaution 
has been taken; and it seems sad that we should lose the opportunity 
of adding another feature to the summer decoration of the garden, for 
the want of means to carry out the necessary arrangements, besides 
discouraging those friends who are willing to keep us with contributions 
of novel or rare plants, by the want of care with which we must appear 
to treat their offerings. 

We have therefore earnestly to beg the Council in their forthcoming 
estimates to make such provision for the maintenance of the garden as 
will meet the ends in view. 

The Community on a former occasion appropriated Tis. 1,000 as a 
year’s expenditure and we do not consider that amount by any means 
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excessive, though it does not follow that it is intended necessarily to 
expend the whole during any year, but the balance might be allowed 
to accumulate and form a fund for carrying out any alterations and 
additions on a large scale which may be deemed advisable by the then 
custodians, while the annual sum named will we think cheaply repre- 
sent the amount of pleasure afforded to the community by a well found 
and well organised place of recreation, for the propér maintenance of 
which, the present pittance is wholly inadequate. 

We append a memo. of expenditure, which with the exception of 
the amount paid for raising the centre plot and which properly belongs 
to the previous year, is mainly wages, and

for sale a clause has been inserted providing for the due carrying out 
of the arrangement made with Mr. Fearon for the surrender of a portion 
of the lot at the rate of Ts. 12,000 per mow. 

The thanks of the Community ave due to the Trustees in Hongkong 
and their Attorney in Shanghai for their assistance in the matter. 

Lot 66, registered in names of Michie, Mw'ray and Kesnich, (trust) 
situated at N. B. corner of’ Nankin and Honan Roads—The Agents 
were asked if this land, could be purchased and they replied that they 
have no power te; divide the property and that unless the Municipality is 
prepared to ¥urchase the whole lot under certain conditions any endea- 
vour to Widen the road at this point must stand over until a certain 
minor.“ comes of age—seven years hence—when the persons interested 
wilt be in a position to negotiate for themselves. é 

y Broadway Diflection—The Broadway has been deflected at Lot 
811, in pursuance with resolution No. VI passed at the Ratepayers’ 
meeting of 18th May, 1875. 

Yuenfong Road to Seward Road. Extension —The Owners of 
the lots through which the road will run are prepared to sell their land. 

Considering the benefit to the properties in question, the Council 
feel the road should not be carried through unless the owners contribute 
towards the expense, and decided to let the matter remain in abeyance. 

Honghong Road Batension—The owner of the Lot (No. 218) has 
been handed Tis. 704 as compensation for the ground required to com- 
plete this extension. 

Foochow Road Widening. Chekiang Road Extension from Foo- 
chow to Hankow Road—Portions of Lots 302 and 968 have been 
acquired. ’ 

Foochow Road Widening —The Owners of Lot 1046, who are at 
present making’ alterations in their property, have agreed to move back 
their house and offices and to surrender a strip of ground four feet deep 
by fifty feet long, receiving Tis. 1,000 compensation. 

New Road from Whangpo Road to Broadway.—An offer made 
by Mr. P. Maclean, on behalf of the Trustees of Wills’ Estate (Lots 221 
and 222) and Mr. T. Hanbury (Lot 890 of a road 20 feet wide, leading 
from the Whampoo Road, opposite Howard’s Wharf, into the junction 
of the Broadway-and Astor Roads, has been accepted. 

Extension Markham and Cemetery Roads. Extension Seward 
Road.—Negotiations for the purchase of the land are in course of 
completion. 

In addition to extension of these roads, the extension of the Carter 
Road to the French Siccawei Road, and a road from Siccawei Village to 
Jessfield, have been suggested. 

The following letter on the subject of these roads has been written 
to the Consular Body:—

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«The Conncil refused the offer because it was coupled with condition of giving 
up the right of way along the creek, and I doubt if the Council would now feel at 
liberty to give up the creek road, and I suppose unless they did the lot holders 
would not care to surrender, free, enough land to make a road at the back? I would 
not for Mr. Maitland. If the present proposition of the Council is entertained at 
all, it would be better to ask them whether they would pay the expense Mr. Maclean 
mentions, and whether they would relinquish any rights they may suppose they 
have to the road along the creek.” 

The question of proprietorship in the existing roadway which is advanced by 
Messrs, Bell and Purdon did not suggest itself to my mind when I wrote to them, 
but I now join issue with them upon the point, for although—see my previous 
correspondence with yon regarding same—I have always claimed low water mark 
on the boundary of my property on the creek, and my right to do what I please with 
the existing road, as with any other portion of my ground, it may avoid unpleasant- 
ness hereafter if the Council will formally renounce their fancied claims thereto. 

Mr. Irving who is acting for Mr. Keswick is absent from town at present, but 
on his return I will communicate with him, and let you know his answer to your

The French Council were invited to consider with the Municipal 
Council a scheme for sluicing the Yang-king-pang and Defence Creeks, 

They write that—after consideration of the scheme by their Engi- 
neer, they are not prepared to entertain the project owing to the great 
expense which they find would be entailed in carrying it out. 

The matter requires further consideration at the hands of this 
Council, and is left to their successors in office to be finally dealt with. 


Warerworks. 


Messrs. Laidlaw Sons & Caine of Glasgow, having asked for de- 
tailed information to enable them to make a definite proposal to under- 
take the construction of waterworks were written to as under:—

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4.—Notes on proposed waterworks for Shanghai, in answer Queries A and D 
contained in letter from Messrs. Laidlaw & Son, of 8rd February by Acting Sur- 
yeyor to Municipal Council, Shanghai. 

5.—Plan of the contiguous French Settlement. 

6.—Col. Gordon’s Map of country around Shanghai. Lithographed plans of 
the English (so called) and Hongkew Settlements can be obtained on application 
to Council’s Agents, Messrs, John Pook & Co., of 4, Lime Street Square, London 
E.C. 

Before considering further the details treated of in your letter under reply, and 
of which the Council have taken careful note, they deem it necessary to receive your 
scheme, by which they will be in measure guided, and more especially so as it is not 
yet decided whether the undertaking shall be a Municipal one, or left to private 
enterprise.

GenTLEMEN,—I beg to hand a summary of the proceedings of 
this department during the year 1876. 

Brivers.—A Malava hard-wood bridge has been erected across 
the Hongkew Creek at the end of Seward Road. 

A contract has been entered into with Messrs. Farnham & Co. for 
the building of stone abutments and the erection of the new iron bridge, 
in place of the present wooden one, at the mouth of the Yang-king-pang. ; 

A new hard-wood bridge has been erected on the Jessfield Road 
near Mr. Hogg’s bungalow, in place of the old one, which had become 
dangerous. s 
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General repairs to various bridges have been made as required. 

Buiipines.—The alterations and additions to the Council’s new 
premises have been completed. 

Additional cells have been built at the Central station, and the dead- 
house removed to the Shantung Road Cemetery, to make a passage to 
the Council’s new property. 

Extra bunks for the native police have been fitted up. 

Repairs have been made to the Police Stations, the old Engine and 
Truck houses, the Bell Tower and other Council’s property. 

The Lock Hospital in the Foochow Road is being put in order. 

Bunpives.—The Yang-king-pang has been bunded with Malava 
wood from the Shantung to Foochow Road. 

Portions of the New Cemetery and Bubbling Well Roads have been 
bunded, and small repairs have been made where required. 

Cemeteries, &c.—The Cemeteries and Cathedral Compound have 
been kept in order. The Mortuary Chapels at both the Old and New 
Cemeteries have been repaired, and new gates have been put to the Old 
Cemetery. Turf has been laid on the portion set aside for the burial of 
sailors, and a bamboo fence has been erected around the same. 
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The following will show the burials in the New Cemetery as)com- 
pared with former years :—

5.—The Employé shall diligently obey the orders of the Council and of 
those in office over him:

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7.—In the event of the Employé failing to perform any one or more of the 
stipulations on his part herein contained or of his continued neglect or non-per- 
formance of his duties whether occasioned by illness or otherwise the Council shall 
have power forthwith to dismiss the Employé:
